Expensive toys, which have been so0
Rearee finco the war wae begun, are now
to be hnd In abundatce, and even If peace
I= not declared within fAve years o
nuraery will nol suffer to any extent.

On youtr dell's plano, your sled, or that
fine drum that you have been uslng for
many yvears you have noticed the words
“Made In Germany.” In fact, on al-
mosat all of your best playthings these
words appear,

But conditions have changed sinee the
Furopean armles were assembled, and
hereafter on many of your toys will be
printed In great, broad letters “Made In
Amarien.” And, by the way, Philadel-
phia bonete of the largest toy factory
In the United States.

When cominerce betwean this countiry
and the German ampire was discontinued
the toy mercliants were frantle. Thelr
business depended almost entirely upon
Importations, Toys of a certaln kind
weore plentiful ennugh here, but the dells
ente tin  playthings, dolln that make
mpeocher, and all of those things which
are typleally German were not obtain-
ahle here,

The Amerlean toy man s resonrceful,
He declded that, as far as possible, what
cun't be had from Germany shall be
made in the United States. Consoquently,
miny of the factories are now producing
ponids that have hitherto been sold only

| by German tirms,

Perhape the domestle product won't

be quite as good ag the Buropean, or per-
haps some foolish chlldren will ba disap-
pointed by thelr rallire to see “"Made In
Germany’' on thelr playthings, but the
average American child will be as happy
as ever with hiz Amerlcan-made boals,
dolls, guns and gamas,

won't he content without the foreign
Kinds a shipp will sall to this country
every week bearing a few toys of Euro-
pean manufacture, The goods will be
ahipped. from the Gorman factories to
Holland or Bweden and from the ports
of either of those countries the toys will
be slpped to New York.
